j^E W SP A PE R S in Germany are giving the people notice that another 
winter of war is in progress, and ax e asking them to govern themselves 
accordingly — to make all necessary preparations. 
This notice is dou b tless 
b y advice of the government. 
It is something for the kaiser, even indi­ 
rectly, to admit that he is not going to b e ab le to conqu er the allied armies 
on schedu led time. 


People of America shou ld take similar notice. 
The war is going to last 
another winter. 
It may last two more winters— that depends largely on the 
kaiser's ab ility or inab ility to keep gaining grou nd on the western front. 
At all events the war Is qu ite certain to last throu gh another winter. Ger­ 
man '‘efficiency” in providing for this contingency shou ld b e made American 
efficiency in the making of all preparations. 


It is America’s positive du ty to prepare with all her might for another 
winter of war. 
It is a safety first proposition; it is good b u siness, and it is 
a du ty to hu manity. 


However great ou r preparation it is certain that any su rplu s that a 
su dden end of the war might find on ou r hands wou ld b e a su rplu s to the 
good. 
America’s du ty of feeding ou r allies will not cease with the dawn 
of peace. 
The allied nations will b e fou nd crippled in man power and in 
power of produ ction. 
There will b e market« and high prices for everything 
tha t we may have left over at the end of the war. 
For at least a year after 
w ar ceases we mu st feed the greater part of Eu rope and continu e the sending 
of su pplies even into Asia. 


Pu tting the b u siness reasons and the hu m ane reasons aside, it is ou r 
du ty to prepare as a safety-first precau tion. 
With long continu ance of the 
w ar, we mu st not only feed the allies in order to kill Pru ssianism, b u t we 
m u st produ ce enou gh to feed them and at the same time to feed ou rselves. 
H ere are some of the ways In which to do it: 
Pu t in all the war gardens possib le.

RA TIO N A L disappointment over failu re In aircraft produ ction promises to 
b e softened a b it b y improvement in the shipping situ ation 
It is said, 
at least semi-officlally, that the dolefu l period of preparation and postpone­ 
ment is past and that we are really b u ilding ships. 
There will b e no qu ick hu rrah ab ou t this, for the reason that so many 
apparently official or semi-official pronou ncements have proved to b e alto­ 
gether too optimistic, b u t with a b u siness man like Charles M. Schwab at 
the head of the national shipb u ilding Indu stry, the people will b egin to have 
faith even in large figu res when they are given ou t. 


The April ou tpu t, we are told, was 240,000 tons. 
It Is predicted that 
the year’« produ ction will b e far more than twelve time3 240,000 tons. 
Janu ary’s produ ction of 91,000 was increased in Feb ru ary to 123,000, in 
March to 166,000 and in April to 240,000— making 620,000 tons for the 
fou r months. 
With a like increase in produ ction month b y month, this 
ou ght to b e dou b led in the nex t fou r months, and still farther increased in 
the final fou r months of the year. 
The indu stry is now employing 236.000 men 
New shipyards are con­ 
tinu ally b eing completed, new ways b eing u tilized, and a plentifu l reserve 
force of men is said to b e in readiness.

The Germans w ere five to our one, 
and they kept pushing back parts 
of our line and cleaning out others. 
And the w eather was as bad as it 
could be, and the food did not a l­ 
ways com e reg ularly. 
Now, before 
they took their vow s, every last man 
in the bunch would have been kick­ 
ing and g row ling all the tim e, but 
as it was, the only tim e they g rowled 
was w’lien the Germ ans pushed us 
back. 
T hing s 
kept 
g etting worse, 
and 
you could see that the men talked 
to the chaplain more, and quite a 
few of them g ot real chum m y w ith 
him. 
One morning Fritz 
started 
in

But w’e lost a lot of men doing it. 
W hen we returned to our trenches 
our outfit was sim p ly all in, and we 
w ere lying around in the front line, 
like a bunch of old rag s in a narrow 
alley. 
N one of us show ed any sig ns 
of life, ex cept a w orking party that 
was d ig g in g with picks and shovels 
at som e bodies that had been frozen 
into the mud of th e trench. 
I used to think all the Germans 
were big and fat and strong , and, of 
course, som e of the Grenadier reg i­ 
m ents are, but lots of the boches 1 
saw w ere little and weak like this 
fellow I “ g ot” in my first charg e. 
It was a g ood piece of work to 
take the prisoners, and a novelty for 
m e to look them in the fa c e— the 
fellow s I had been fig hting . Because, 
when you look a Hun in the face, 
you can see the yellow streak. Even 


used to g ive som e of the dead rats 
to the rifle,

street), 
and 
Newcastle 
(Central), lfi platforms. 
Waverly station does not stand alono 
in the possession of a platform over

In 
length. 
Victoria 
and 
Crewe have platforms measu ring 1,* 
500 feet and 1,509 feet respectively, 
while 
at 
Newcastle 
(Central) 
and 
York stations there are platforms 1,- 
389 feet and 1,480 feet In length.

thirty trains either pass throu gh or 
stop at Clu pham Ju nction every 24 
hou rs.

Greater co-operation in buying coal 
tf j at once must be obtained lu the West, 
Southwest and sections of the Middle 
H est, 
the Fuel 
Administration 
an­ 
nounces at Washington, If the mines 
are to be kept going full time during 
the summer months and the danger 
averted of a serious shortage of coal 
in those sections next fall and winter. 
Official reports to the Fuel Admin­ 
istration show that In the States of 
Illinois, Michigan, Kansas, Missouri, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas, Texas, New Mex­ 
ico, Iowa, Utah, Washington, Colorado, 
Wyoming and Montana consumers of 
coal are not placing their orders In the 
volume expected, or in quantities nec­ 
essary to Insure against a winter short­ 
age. 
This is true also, though to less 
extent, in Ohio and Indiana. 
“ Apparently the consumers in these 
districts have not yet realized the full 
gravity of the situation,” the Fuel 
Administration sta tes. 
“ The mines in 
those sections most 
be kept going. 
They can be kept going only If coal 
ordinarily ordered later In the y ear Is 
ordered now. 
The domestic consumer 
who delay s idaelug his order Is taking 
a chanee of having an Insufficient cold 
weather sup p ly ; the industrial 
user 
who falls to order his coal now is 
almost certain to face a shutdown 
la ter on. 


Buy Now— Every body ! 
“ The man who does not do his part 
by a nticipating his needs and co-oper­ 
ating with the Fuel Administration 
and the railroads by ordering his coal 


dow takes his place with the man who 
a voids service at the front or refuses 
to buy Liberty Bonds. 
Every coal 
user should buy ttid store coal now to 
meet his req uirements so far as he Is 
possibly able to do so. 
“Every stare and focal.representative 
of the Fuel Administration Is ready to 
help the coal consumer In every way 
possible to get an appropriate and ad­ 
eq uate supply of coal. Every day that 
passes decreases the margin of time 
in which this assistance may be given. 
“ If you earr’t get the grade of coal 
that you have been getting In the past 
take another grade that you can get. 
It Is better to have iu your bins coal 
of a grade slightly different from what 
you have be« u using in the past than 
to go Into winter without any coal at 
all. 
“Consumers who do not order their 
coal now are gambling on the future. 
There is reason to believe that if ev­ 
ery one anticipates his coal require­ 
ments and puts In his 
order now no 
one will have to do without next win­ 
ter. 
If, however, there Is delay in or­ 
dering coal it is more than likely that 
production during the 
fall and winter 
will be insufficient to 
meet the needs 
of every one.

“There has been notable neglect of 
certain grudes of coal 
that are now 
available In large volume and clamor­ 
ous demand, in certain 
quarters at 
least, for specific coals that various 
consumers have used 
for a number of 
y ears. 
While there Is at the present 
no shortage of coal In the west, there 
may be a denial of selection of the pre­ 
cise coal most desired. 
If you seek to 
do y our part place y our order now for 
the coal nearest at hand and of whieh 
there is a large available tonnage and 
get y our bins filled immediately. 
“’I lie i* Ue! .v'lti!" -'w tfon i1*1 
with every means at its command to 
secure the hearty co-operation of the

Some of this Importation from Wllkes- 
barre w’as distributed among the ship­ 
wrights and smiths, but most of It was 
taken to the cellar of Robert Morris' 
partner, J ohn Nicholson. 
When he 
was thrown into prison for debt, those 
who seized the valuables in Ids house 
threw the coal out on Franklin square, 
regarding it as rubbish. One historian 
sa ys that an early miner issned hand­ 
bills printed in both German and Eng­ 
lish, explaining the method of burning 
the coal. 
“ They went also to black­ 
smiths’ 
shops, 
exhibited 
certificates 
from smiths who had successfully used 
the new fuel, and sometimes bribed 
the J ourneymen to moke the experi­ 
ment fairly. 
All this availed very lit­ 
tle." 
It was not until 18 1» that a 
newspaper advertised the fuel, though 
within s x years of that time It had 
won its wav to the coal bins of the 
citizens 
of 
Philadelphia.—J ohn 
T. 
Faris.

Remember never to subject the fish 
In your aquarium to an abrupt change 
of temperature In their water.

the water becomes stagnant, replace It 
partially with fresh, or when It Is de­ 
sired to clean the aquarium, siphon out 
the debris that has collected along the 
bottom with a small rubber hose and 
add fresh water. 
Ha in or well water 
is better than filtered water. 
When 
the fish come to the top, it is a sign 
that they need oxygen, and fresh wa­ 
ter should at once be given them. 
Al 
ways have water plants In the aquari­ 
um. 
Root these firmly in the pebbles, 
or. preferable, in small pots filled with 
Rftnd. 
Snails and tadpoles also help 
keep the aquarium in condition, as 
they feed upon the debris.

from end to end. 
The pen Is then re­ 
filled, and excess oil wiped off.—Popu­ 
lar Mechanics Magazine.
